who got it from the March issue of 
Popular Mechanics. 
Because we 
have not tried it, and do not know 
enough electronics to know any dif­ 
ferent we are just passing it along 
for what it's worth—no guarantees. 
It is a method of detecting a 
tornado up to 20 miles away by the 
use* of your television set. Supposed­ 
ly, you can set your set up during 
a weather alert with the following 
direct ions and spot bad weather. 


(1) Turn your TV set to Channel 
13, 
(2) Darken the screen to 
the 
threshold of blackness, 
(3) Switch to Channel 2, 


If screen is white or turns white 
after being black, a tornado is 5 to 
20 miles away. 
Horizontal white 
lines indicate lightning. 
As 
the 
white lines become wide bands and 
linger, a dangerous storm is in the 
offing. 
The method is called the Weller 
method after its discoverer, Newton 
Weller of West Des Moines. Iowa. 
Weller has discovered that the pulse 
of a tornado generates an electrical 
frequency in the 55 megacycle band­ 
file same frequency as Channel 2 on 
the television set. 


If you did not see the movie

Mrs. Fay Young Morton, 
89, 
prominent ranchwoman 
and owner of Y-6 Ranch, who 
also lived in Abilene, died at 
9:30 a.m. Saturday at Hen­ 
drick Memorial Hospital where 
she had been hospitalized since 
last July. 
Services were held at 2 
p m. Monday at Elliott’s Fun­ 
eral Home Chapel in Abilene 
Rev. William Eastburn, pas­ 
tor of St. Mark’s Episcopal 
Church of Abilene and Dr. 
Alfred Freeman, pastor of St. 
Paul 
Methodist 
Church of 
Houston officiated. 
Member 
of a prominent 
West Texas family, Mrs. Mor­ 
ton was born Jan. 13. 1880, 
at Marlin, moving to Abilene 
as a small child with her par­ 
ents, the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Sam Young, in 1881, the year 
the Texas and Pacific Rail­ 
road was built through this 
region. She was tho grand­ 
daughter of the Jato Col. and 
Mrs. W. C. Bryan. The late 
Sen. W. J. Bryan of Abilene 
was her uncle. 
She was graduate from Abi­ 
lene High and attended Sim­ 
mons College, forerunner of 
Hardin-Simmons 
University. 
She married Walter Thomas 
Trammell Feb. 8, 1889, and 
later married Barney B. Mor­ 
ton May IO, 1915. 
After Mr. Mortons death in 
1928, she returned to Abi­ 
lene from Houston where Mr. 
Morton for many years had 
been manager of the 
Rice 
Hotel. 
She decided to restock her 
third of her grandfather’s old 
T-Diamond Ranch in Fisher 
Jones and Stonewall counties, 
using his brand, the Y-6. 
In 1941 Mrs, Morton moved 
to the Y-6 Ranch, 
making
